Steamer Sunk. 


The old sUamboat, S. B. Whipple, 


which, at various times during the past 
few years, has plied between San Anto- 
nio creek landings and San Francisco, 
while coming down from Antioch, on 
Wednesday evening, foundered in Snisun 
Bay, and sank on the bar off Sea Island, 
five miles above Benicia. Fortunately 
there were no passengers aboard. The 
crew, consisting, of two deck-hands and 
two firemen, were saved. The Whlpple 
had been lying up for a year at Wood 
Island, and was coming this way to take 
the place of the Parthenius between San 
Francisco and Antioch. While lying up, 
the seams above water spread, and, ai » 
consequence, the vessel filled beyond 
the capacity of the pumps. When the 
Captain saw tlint he could not keep the 
steamer above water, he headed her for 
the shore, and she went down in ten feet 
of water aft and four feet forward. She 
had on board five or six hundred sheep 
belonging to Peter McCann. The sheep 
took to the water, and many were picked 
up by the Parthenius. At present, no 
estimate can be made of the number 
drowned. Tho steamer is owned by S. 
B. Whipple and chartered by William 
Sharon. She can be raised within a 
week without much difficulty.

from the cost of raising her. the loss will 
be very light, Captain Slorrs, who was 
in command, expects to have her afloat 
and in good running order before many 
days.
